Requirenents of the SAG enterprises were gubeitted teo late for their inclusion in the regular 
GDR import plan. It was possible to cover part of them ender Miscellaneous —xports. 


In the beginning of November 1951, 13 34G enterprises subzitted a total of 163 lists 
containing 600 individual iteas which + approved by the import dontrel Comiasion /literally: 
eomuission charged with lowering imports i Because of the efforts tc lower imrorts, particularly 
of machinery, Miscellanecus Imports were decreased fron 140 to 21 million OM. In spite of the 
fact that many 340 import requirenents vere disallowed by the Import Gortrel Comission, 
Miscellaneous Imperts were insufficient to cover the 3AG requirements. Nereover, many items 
ink the miscellaneous category are carnarked to take care of emergency needs. 


iwerything possible has been done to inelude the SAG requirements in the icport plan. come 
regular import plan items which were not earmarked for a special purpose were set aside for the 
33's. In spite of all that, same of the SAG necds could not be satisfied. ‘*he following dmourts 
should be made available:
